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Death of Queen Victoria. 


HE OPENING MONTH of the New Century must be for ever memorable in our 
history for the sore affliction which befell the Empire through the lamentable death 
last Tuesday of our revered Sovereign, Queen Victoria. The nation's love for Her 
Majesty, increased by the celebrations of the Jubilee and the Diamond Jubilee of her 

reign, became intensified when, on the outbreak of the War, our Queen, despite her eighty 
years and more, gave her august personal 
encouragement to the departing troops, reviving 
and even excelling the martial spirit of Queen 
Elizabeth. But, splendid though Her Majesty's 
constitution was, the anguish caused by the 
terrible losses in the field, and by fresh family 
griefs, such as the lamentable deaths of the 
Duke of Coburg, Prince Christian Victor, and 
the Dowager Lady Churchill, brought about 


The Mournful Illness, 


which -naturally evoked new proofs of- loyal 
and affectionate attachmert to the person 
of the noble Queen and Mmpress who has 
reigned for upwards of sixty-three years. A 
slight stroke of paralysis in Christmas week was 
the first alarming sign ; but this attack was kept 
private. Her Majesty, as recently as Monday 
week, Jan. 14, Earl Roberts to 
Osborne, and gave the Commander-in-Chief an 
audience. Next day the Queen went for her 
daily drive, accompanied by the Duchess of 
Saxe-Coburg ; and on the Wednesday was 
enabled to take the air iu her basket-carriage in 
the grounds. Then ensued an ominous silence 
as to Court doings; the usual circular did not 
reach London on the Thursday. But on Saturday 
last we were all painfully shocked by the follow- 
ing alarming Court Circular— 
Osborne, Jan. 18. 
The Queen has not lately been in her usual 
health, and is unable for the present to take her

The profound respect of 
the London crowd that assembled at Charing 
Cross Terminus last Sunday evening, when the 
Emperor and the Duke arrived, and were greeted 
by the Prince of Wales (who had travelled for 


customary drives. The Queen during the past 
year has had a great strain upon her powers, 
which has rather told upon Her Majesty's nervous 
system. It has therefore been thought advisable by Her Majesty's physicians that the Queen 
should be kept perfectly quiet in the house, and should abstain for the present from transacting business. 


The immediate effect of this grievous announcement was that 
The Prince and Princess of Wales, 


who were to have entertained Lord Roberts and other guests at Sandringham, abandoned their 
engagements and proceeded to the Isle of Wight. The Prince, who was joined by Princess 
Louise, and attended by Captain Holford and Sir Francis Knollys, left Victoria Station early 
last Saturday afternoon for Osborné; and the Princess joined the Royal circle there in the 
evening. The bulletin which called them to Her Majesty’s seaside residence was signed by 
Sir В. Douglas Powell, M.D., and Sir’ James Reid, M.D., and ran as follows: ‘ Osborne, 
Saturday (Noon). The Queen is suffering from great physical prostration, accompanied by 
symptoms that cause anxiety." Happily, Their Royal Highnesses found on arrival there were 
“indications of slight improvement in the symptoms." But the Queen unhappily passed 
a restless night; and on Sunday afternoon the physicians reported that although no fresh 
developments had taken place, ‘‘ the symptoms continue to cause anxiety.”

Hence the Imperial and Royal train left Victoria 
at the earlier hour of 8 a.m. on Monday. The 
visit to Osborne of the Emperor, with the Prince 
of Wales, the Duke of Connaught, and Duke of 
York, was not attended by any untoward results ; 
for the following less grave official reports were 
issued on Monday, and were signed by Sir 
''homas Barlow, M.D. (the brain specialist), as 
well as by the Queen's regular doctors—

The Queen has slightly rallied since midnight. Her 
Majesty has taken more food and has had some refreshing 
sleep. There is no further loss of strength. The symptoms 
that give rise to most anxiety are those which point to a 
local obstruction in the brain circulation. 

Monday, Midnight. 

There is no material change in the Queen's condition. 
The slight improvement of the morning has been main- 
Food has been taken fairly 
well, and some tranquil sleep seeured. 

Telegrams of the Day of Death. 

Public anxiety was again increased on Tuesday , 
by the exceptionally early issue of the morning 
bulletin, and the announcement that all the 
members of the Royal Family were summoned 
to the Queen's bedside at Osborne House. 

Yet more ominous was His Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales's despairing telegram from 
Osborne at 4 p.m. to the Lord Mayor of London, 
posted outside the Mansion House— 

Painful duty obliges те to inform you 
that the life of the beloved Queen is in the 
greatest danger. 

The end came at 6, 30 p.m. on Tuesday, the 
deplorable news being wired by the Prince to 
the Lord Mayor in these pathetic words— 

Osborne. 

My beloved Mother has just passed away, sur- 
rounded by her children and grandchildren. 

(Signed) ALBERT EDWARD. 
Profoundest grief was expressed on all sides. 


Her Majesty's Glorious Reign 
was the longest of any British Monarch. 
Only three predecessors of Her Majesty reigned 
for the jubilee period of fifty years or more— 
Henry III., 1216-1272 ; Edward ITI., 1327-1377 ; 
and George IIL, 1760-1820. But of none of 
these Sovereigns can it be said so truly, as it can 
be affirmed without question of Her Majesty, 
that they ruled over the hearts of their subjecta.

In the Loving Sympathy of Her 
Children 

and in the affectionate condolences of her 
mourning subjects did Her Majesty in time 
find strength to bear up against the great grief, 
and to become, in her turn, the supreme consoler 
when Death snatched away one member after 
another of the Royal Family. But there were 
rifts in the clouds—happy moments to bring 
comfort, and new lives to fill the Queen's big 
heart with fresh joy. The gentle nurse who had 
so assiduously tended her dying father, Princess 
Alice, was married to Prince Louis of Hesse at 
Osborne on July 1, 1862; and the sweet nature 
of Her Majesty’s second daughter, who expired 
in the December of 1878, may well be inherited 
by the handsome and accomplished Princess 
whom the Queen welcomed at Balmoral in 1896 
with her Imperial husband, the Emperor of 
Russia. In the spring of 1863 the widowed 
Queen took to her heurt a fresh daughter, and

the Prince of Wales had chosen, accorded 
Princess Alexandra a national greeting which 
can never be effaced from her memory.

Stricken by typhoid fever in 1871, 
His Royal Highness lay near unto death at his 
Norfolk home, Sandringham House; but the 
tender nursing of the Princess of Wales, Princess 
Alice, and of a true Sister of Mercy from 
St. Bartholomew's Hospital, and, maybe, a 
special visit from Her Majesty to her son's 
bedside, brought about the recovery for which 
the whole country devoutly prayed.

Immeasurable was the Good Done by

The 
unfortunate lady dropped from the seat and lay motionless, 
ssuming unconsciousness, until the train began to slow 
down for Vauxhall.

keenest and cleverest breeders never think of exhibiting. 
The spangles are larger than the pencils, but in shape and 
style present the same appearance. The difference between 
the two marki is that instead of the feathers being 
barred or marked with a number of fine transverse stripes 
of black, each one is tipped, or ngled, or mooned with 
black. As the white of the feather is sufficiently shown, 
the '* moon " is thrown up in relief, and the result is that 
the body appears to have a white ground covered with a 
large number of round or oyal black spots, the effect of 
which when the marking is regular is very pleasing indeed.
